How- 
ever, it is tacitly admitted that when 
the “wire-tapping” swindle by which 
Wade Lamar and W. C. Holley were 
fleeced of $11,000, was bared, many 
of those connected with this con- 
fidence ring saw the storm clouds 
forming and found Atlanta an un- 
healthy place in which té remain.

In July, 2912, Taft made 
him his own secretary, where he 
served until November of that veer 
when he was made secretary of tire 
treasury to fill out the remainder of 
the administration. Out of office, he 
went into business, becoming gen- 
eral manager of the Great Northern 
iron poperties, part of the James J. 
Hill interests, continuing in this ca- 

acity until 1917. Since then he has 

een part of the ore-carrying con- 

cern of which he is now general 
manager and has become indepenhd- 
ently wealthy.

Athens, Ga., Decemhert 19.—(Spe- 
cial,)—Whisky traffic in Athens and 
outlying territory has been dealt a 
telling blow by a series of raids 
participated in by federal, state and 
Police officers this— month, and 
especially so Saturday, when their 
activities céntered in the arrest of 
ten men, four of whom were ar- 
rested in a local pool room, and all 
of whom had whisky in their pos 
session, ranging in amounts from a 
pint to 100 gallons. 

After-the raid on the pool room 
and a Clayton street rooming house, 
where a half gallon of liquor was 
found, the officers reported they had 
succeeded in securing evidence 
enough to break up an £ 4alleged 
“bpootleggers’ trust,” which has been 
operating in Athens with ramifica- 
tions into a large territory the last 
several months. According to offi- 


pcers, the trust was ‘thoroughly or- 


ganized, having a man at the head 
of the “haulers,” who said when 
the whisky should be hauled and to 
whom. delivered; a financial agent, 
who said when and to whom the 
money for the whisky should be 
paid, and a man who was head of 
the bootleggers themselves, who 
called dafly meetings and directed 
the retailing methods of the sales- 
men. 
Say Names Are Known. 

The officers allege that the names 
of all these men are known to them’ 
and that théy have evidence to con- 
A novel part of the system 
was discovered ‘In the selling sys- 
tem. According to the revenue men, 
when a sfranger bought whisky 
from one boothegger, the others 
were all notified.

ANTI-SALOONERS 
PROTEST RULING 
ON HARD CIDER 


Washington, December 19.—The 
Anti-Saloon léague will ask Attor- 


ney General Palmer to reconsider 
his ruling that the use of cider in 
the home by its manufacturer, even 
after it has become intoxicating by 
fermentation, is lawful, Wayne B. 
Wheeler, general counsel of _ the 
league, announced todapy. Neither 
the letter nor the implied purpose 
of the prohibition act justified such 
a ruling, Mr. Wheeler asserted. 
Declaring the eighteenth amend- 
ment prohibits the manufacture of 
intoxicatmg liquors for beverage 


purposes in the home or elsewhere, 
Mr. Wheeler said congress in per- 
mitting the manufacture of cider 
and fruit juices for home use fixed 


1 the alcoholic standard at one-nalf 


of 1 per cent. The ruling, he add- 
ed, should be reconsidered also be- 
cause congress placed its own rule 
of construction on the law by say- 
4ne the act should be construed to 
prevent “the use of intoxicating 
liquors for beverage purposes.” 

The attorney general's ruling, he 
asserted, would not affect the 38 
states which have laws prohibiting 
the making of cider which becomes 
intoxicating, but in the other ten 
States “it will make enforcement 
more difficult if it is upheld by the 
courts.” 

“The ruling made encourages and 
increases the use of intoxicating ci- 
cer,” Mr. Wheeler’s statement as- 
serted.

The letter, he said, was mailed to: 
the Indiana members only a few 
weeks ‘ugo. Allegation by Senator 
darris last summer on the floor of 
the senate that a national fund of 
this kind was being raised created 
a sensation. The «liscovery.of. the 

: irman \Lever said, 
is the first indicgfiédn that the war 
chest of the act’s opponents is still 
being filled. 

“The farmers need the relief that 
the farm loan act is able to give,” 
said Chairman Lever, “and we re- 
gret that it is not possible for the 
farm banks and loan associations 
to function while the case is pend- 
ing in court. At the rate we were 
selling our bonds prior to.the-time 
of the court’s injunction. wé would 
have had another $160,000,000.to put 
into farm credits by this time. That 
would have been equivalent to add- 
ing half a billion dolMars tothe re- 
lief of general business conditions, 
for this money usually: is. turned 
over three times at least. The 
farmer pays off his debts:to the lo- 
cal banks, the merchants in turn 
meet their obligations at the local 
banks and the latter clear up their 
accounts with the metropolitan 
banks, Chairman Harding, of the 
figures the 
turnover is five times, but putting 
it at three times makes the total 
quite substantial. 

“Without anticipating ‘the action 
of the supreme court, I think it is 
safe to predict that the principal 
of the farm loan act is established 
and that no congress wil] reject it. 
The republican platform endorsed 
the plan and promised to extend its 
Operations; it cannot extend opera- 
tions by curtailing. the lendirg 
power; it can only extend by mak- 
ing it possible for more farmers to 
get the benefit of the act. 

“The newest attack on the farm 
board is the agitation that has been, 
begun to make our bonds taxable. 
We would not seriously oppose this 
if state and muniicpal bonds like- 
wise were made taxable, Unless 
they are, of course, it will make 
our bonds difficult to sell and con- 
sequently diminish the aid we are 
able to offer the farthers. Just now 
our bonds are’in high favor, despite 
the question. of constitutionality 
that has been raised. A sale of the 
bonds was made in; New York last 
week at 99 cents. When the price 
of Libert:’ bonds is remembered it 
must be clear that investors appre-

New York, December 19.—It is 


' easier to be a pessimist than an op-' 


timist in times like these, A hun- 
dred gloomy arguments can be 
brought forward for one that is 
cheerful. It takes courage to hold 
out hope when uremployment is in- 
creasing and business failures are 
being reported. It is not the busi- 
ness of financial writers merely to 
report current conditions, however, 
but to interpret them so as to en- 
able the business world to form 
some sort of a forecast of the fu- 
ture on which to base their opera- 
tions. In spite, therefore, of the de- 
pression and uncertainty of the pre- 
vailing situation, it is possible to 
see ahead and to discern glimmer- 
ings of daylight. 

The business world might as well 
make up its mind that it will have 
to go through.times like these for 
another two or three months. Those 
who study the tides know that the 
current begins to set in the opposite 
direction before the water actually 
begins to rise or fall. Those who 
are taking soundings in the busi- 
ness world have, already discovered 
that the ebb tide has about run its 
course and the current has set to- 
ward, the flood. 

Touching upon the present con- 
ditions for the time being, there 
is no doubt of the fact that they 
are anything but satisfactory, but 
if one stops to reflect, the marvei 
is not that conditions are as bad as 
they are, but that they are as good 
as they are. Commercial failures 
reported each week are greater than 
they were at this time last year, 
but the wonder is that considering 
the circumstances, they are so few. 

Criticism of Reserve. 

During the summer months crits- 
cisim of the federal reserve system 
was bitter in the extreme, but as the 
writer pointed out at that time it 
had functioned admirably and would 
save the country from panic. This 
it has done. 

The fact that the volume of loans 
had not decreased in spite of all 
the restrictive measures that had 
been undertaken was seized upon as 
an evidence of the failure of such 
measures. Critics of the system 
now realize that had the loans not 
been restricted their volume would 
have increased .to such an extent 
that the erops would not have been 
moved and the whole credit strue- 
ture would have toppled of its own 
weight and fallen with a cragh that 
would have outdone all prevtous 
panics rolled into one. One hardly 
dares allow his imagination follow 
the results of such a disaster. which 
would have been a world cata- 
clysm. 

If this, the richest country im the 
world,’ could not withstand the 
shock of post-war readiustment, the 
war-strained and impoverished 
countries of Europe’ surely could 
not. Hence, a ranic in this countrv 
would have carried with it the cred- 
it structures of the entire world. 
and out of the ruins one need not 
have much imacination to see aris- 
os the dreadful spectre of bolshev- 
sm. 

Present conditions of business 
througrhout the country particularly 
in agricultural sections. are cer- 
tainly serious. In parts of the south 
and of the west there are in exist- 
‘ence unofficial moratoria. Inas- 
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rommending that it be done. 


much as farmers are unable to take 
up their loans frem.country mer- 
chants, the latter gre*obliged to ob- 
tain’ extensions fromthe banks so 


Ahat there is once again. a period 


of frozen loans. If the banks were 
to insist upon calling loans, thou- 
sands of merchants ‘dependent upon 
the agricultural’ cotmmunity would 
be thrown into bankruptcy, On 
the other hand, if the present period 
of depression can be bridged over, 
these loans will be liquidated at full 
value. Realizing this, bankers and 
merchants moneratly are deing the 
best they can to hélp their cred- 
itors tide over the presént crisis. 
It is, of course, a matter of self- 
preservation for them to do so, for 
in this way their loans will be re- 
paid, whereas by harsher methods 
they would lose everything. : 


Some three or four weeks ago 


‘the Federal Reserve statement be- 


gan to show a decrease in loang and 
an increase in reserves, and this 
improvement has continued ever 
since. The fact that it has contin- 
ued is justification for the belief 
that’ the tide has turned. It is, of 
course, quite true that the decrease 
in loans is in some degree to be 
accounted for by the contraction in 
the volume of general business, but 
the fact thdt the reserve: ratio has 
increased undoubtedly reflects a 
stronger financial situation. If this 
is the case, it can not be regarded 
otherwise: than as a constructive 
factor. 

What the business interests of 
the country need now more than 
anything else is a return of confi- 
dence. There is still a great deal 
of money in the country and a great 
reserve of buying power. 

That measures must be taken to 
assist export trade, particularly of 
agricultural products, is generally 
recognized. The measure most im- 
mediately discussed is the revival 
of the war finance corporation. 
The administration as represented 
by Secretary of the Treasury Hous- 
ton, is bitterly opposed to anything 
of this Kind. Congress, however, 
has so far yielded to the clamor of 
the farmers as to take the matter 
up in the form of a resolution rec- 
It has 
been passed by the senate and at 
this writing is being considered in 
the house, with a possibility that it 
will go through. It must then go 
to the president, who will proba- 
bly veto it, guided, as he will be, 
by the attitude of the secretary of 
the treasurv. / 

The most encouraging feature 
from a constructive standpoint has 
been the organiation within the 
past few days of the foreign fi- 
nance corporation under the. edge 
law, with a capital of $100,000,000 
and a potential credit capacity of 
$1,000,000,000. 
tion sponsored by the America 
Bankers’ association, which will un- 
doubtedly be forced through to.a 
successful conclusion. It means 
that new machinery is being cre- 
ated to take care of. our foreign 
trade, for which: our present’ ma- 
ehinery has, proved inadequate. The 
American ankers are unable to 
think of credit in terms of more 
than 30, 60 or 90 days, whereas for- 
eign credits must now be thought of 
in terms of)six, nine or twelve 
months, time enough to ship raw 
material and allow it to be man- 
ufactured and resold as a finished 
product to obtain the wherewithal 
to pay the original bill.

JIM BAGBY 
OF GEORGIA 
HITS TOP 


When James C. Bagby, of Tali- 
aferro county, Georgia, put over thir- 
ty victories for the Cleveland club 
last season he was the hundredth 
man to turn the trick, or rather, it 
is the hundredth time the feat has 
been accomplished since 1884. Why 
say 1884? That was the season the 
hurler was allowed to swing his arm. 
from any point or angle, high or 
low. The hurler ha® been restricted 
in various ways since that year, but 
pitching, as far as the arm is con- 
cerned, hasn’t changed. 

It is a greater achievement today 
than in the olden days to win thirty 
or mére games in a season. The 
hurler of the old school had the op- 
portunity to “work in more games. 
it was not unusual for hurlers to 
pitch fifty or sixty games and if 
they were on a winning team it 
wasn't a great feat to annex thirty 
or more victories. It is a rare feat 
nowadays and Jim Bagby is one of 
the ten hurlers who won thirty 
games in a season since 1900; that 
includes both big leagues. During 
that time the American league pro- 
duced seven—“Cy” Young, Jack 
Chesborough, Ed. Walsh, Jack 
Coombs, Walter Johnson, Joe Wocd 
and Jim Bagby. The old National 
had but thrée--Mathewson, McGin- 
nity and Grover Alexander. 

John G. Clarkson, of the old-tim- 
ers, leads all hurlers for all-time 
back in the number of seasons he 
won thirty or more games. The 
great hurler had six seasons where- 
in he put over thirty or more vic- 
tories. Tim Keefe, Bobby Carruth- 
ers, Cy Young and Kid Nichols had 
five and Silver King, Mathewson, Ed 
Morris had four each.

Horseman’s Big 
Gamble Isn’t 


On Race Track

There are two places to pick win- 
ners. One is im the sale ring and 
the other the race track. At the 
auctions, the. horse owners and 
breeders bid against each other. On 
race day everybody either goes it 
alone, or follows the crowd. The 
latter get quick action for their 
money, while the patrons of the sale 
ring frequently. wait years before 
they know whether they drew a 
blank or a Star. 

While the latter are never numer- 
ous, there are years when they come 
in groups as was seen in 1912 when 
St. Frisco, Lu Princeton, Lee Axwor- 
thy, Prince Loree, Peter Scott, Guy 
Axworthy, Peter Johnston, and Ma- 
jom Wevlworth passed uhder the 
hammer. The first four were sold 
as \yearlings. St. Frisco was for- 
tunate in passing into Geers’ stable. 
‘rom a fair three-year-old, which 
few trainers would have continued 
to race on the mile tracks, the old 
master maulded the San Francisco 
colt into a free-for-aller. 

Fair Half-Miler. 

Lu Princeton drifted to New Jer- 
sey, where he became a fair half- 
miler. In time Walter Cox added 
him ‘to his stable. Lu Princeton's 
first year on the mile tracks was so 
unproductive that Barton Pardee 
decided to sell him. Cox induced 
rhim to give the white-faced horse 
another trip. He made good and 
trotted in 2:01. ’ 

Both Lee Axworthy and Prince 
Loree were out of mares that were 
in foal when purchased for Walnut 
Hal. farm. Gay Bingen was con- 
signeh® by Ardmere farm in 1911. 
The foliowjng spring she produced 
Lee Axworthy, who in his four-year- 
old form defeated Peter Scott and 
Peter Volo and finally reduced the 
stallion record to 1:58 1-4. Deloree,

the dam of Prince Loree, was sold 
twice while she was carrying him. 
In November, 1911, John H. Shults 
sold her to J. W. Bailey. He sent 
her back to the midwinter sale. She 
was purchased for Walnut Hall, 
where she foaled the Transylvania 
winner of 1919, 

Peter Scott was one of the best 
Purchases made at the auctions in 
1912. He pussed into Walter Cox’s 
stable. In 1914 he sold him for 
30,000. The following year he won 
$50,535. 

Ansther clever group passed 
through the auctions in 1915. It in- 
cluded The Real Lady, Sanardo, Em- 
ma Magowan, Miriam Guy; Labe 
Riddell, Bertha McGuire, and Ba- 
ronatta. The Real Lady proved a 
futuritx winner and also reduced the 
three-year-o record to 2:03.

Emma Magowan was one of the 
two-year-old stars of 1916, and Ber- 
that McGuire proved a high-class 
three and four-year-old. Miriam 
Guy raced brilliantly as a two and 
three-year-old. Last fali she came 
back and was a double event win- 
ner at Célumbus and Lexington. 
Labe Riddell has been a busy horse 
on both the mile end half-mile 
tracks for five years. He now looks 
like, one of: the-best stake horses 
in sight for 1921. Roger Rourke 
picked up Baronatta for a trifle. He 
proved one of the most suceessful 
haif-mile track performers ever seen 
in New England. 

Mr. Dudley and Jeanette~ Rankin 
were included in the offering for 
1918, while in 1914 Mary Putney, 
Chileoot and Nofrthspur ran the 
gauntlett of the bidders.

Forward Pass Usurps Big Place 


In Possibilities of Modern Game 


ER CAMP 


New York, December 9.—There is 
unquestionably a large body of 
fgootball experts in the country who, 
although believing in the principle 
of the forward pass, are becoming 
fearful as to its usurping such a 


large share of the game. Its pos- 
sibilities develop almost weekly, 
and in such forms as to be par- 
ticularly alarming to this group of 
men, 
On the other side are those who 
rejoice in this serial deveiopment 
and hail with acclaim its rapid. 
progress. We are not at present 
concerned with either body. It is 
better for the time being to study 
the situation, and note what the 
| forward pass can in the line 
of winning games. Notable _ in- 
stances of winning apparentlv lost 
or tied games by fts use are tou 
numerous to specify in detail,-but a 
few of the important contests of 
this character are worth noting. 
Princeton, when behind, came up 
to an equality with Harvard by the 
use of the long forward pass. Har- 
vard returned the compliment in 
the last few minutes of the game 
when apparently beaten, by netWin 
a touchdown through the use o 


under similar circumstances, and 
practically a beaten team, won her 
ame against Wisconsin in the last 
ew minutes of play, through two 
forward passes of the same ‘style. 
She also won the conference cham- 
pionship in the last minute of the 
final game against Illinois with 
this forward pass. And these teams 
were leafers in their section. 
Defence Adopted. 

In the beginning of the season 
the defense against this method 
of advancing the ball was only par- 
tially understood, and the old habit 
was strong upon-players. It has 
taken them weeks of experlerfce to 
learn that this defense consists 
largely in “playing the ball” rather 
than the man, as well as in hurry- 
ing in every possible way the for- 
ward passer in order to shorten his 
radius of efficiency. These points 
are now pretty well admitted, but 
there is another phase which ap- 
parently in many cases has been 
lost and that is the relative com- 
parison of danger betWeen long and 
short forward passes,,and how to 
Play to the score in the use of this 
serial method.

‘ Costa Only a Down. 

If the pass is incompleted or 
grounded, it costs a down only, just 
the same as in the case of a short 
pass. If the‘pass is intercepted, 
there is not nearly the danger that 
often results from an intercepted 
short pass of the opponent: getting 
a long run, for all the passing side 
is coming down the field with their 
eyes open, and, in fact, the inter- 
cepter is in much the same posi- 
ard as the man catching a long 


ck. 

Therefore, on the theory of 
chances, there is absolutely noth- 
ing to prevent a,team that is ‘well 
behind from using these long for- 
ward. passes and taking the gam- 
bler’s risk, which may in one mo- 
ment of time net a touchdown. Such 
a premium upon a play of this kind 
ix well worth the consideration of 
coaches, and every coach knows 
that when he has a lead of one or 
two touchdowns, he is really much 
more uneasy if the opponents be- 
gin to hurl those long forward 
passes than if they try the line- 
plunging of short passes, no mat- 
ter how welle masked, to turn the 
tide. While it is a well-known fact 
that a team’s tame ie rot rounded 
out unless it has a combination of 
running and kicking game with its 
forward pass game, ! 
be decidedly recognized that the 
proportion of these two is not quite 
as definite as has been generally 
upposed, and there is more pre- 

ium upon opening up a game 
with -tthese long passes than had 
i been dreamed of a year or two ago.

Gompers Aroused, 
The developments have thorougrk- 
ly aroused labor. Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federa-

“They cannot drive back the 
American labor movement,” said the 
old leader with characteristic ve- 
hemence, “Those fighting. us to- 
day represent a new awakening of 
the old idea of master and servant, 
master and slave.

There is no great fear among la- 
bor leaders as a result of the sen- 
ate’s action on the Poindexter bill. 
They believe it will be defeated 
upon promised reconsideration and 
that even if it went to the president, 
which they believe wholly unlikely, 
it would be vetoed.

The case grew out of a miners’ 
strike {n the Hartford valley. Dyna- 
miting, burning and killing featured 
the progress of the strike in and 
about the mines. Strike breakers 
were in frequent clashes with the 
union miners and scores of non- 
union workers were driven from 
the locality.

Sherman anti-trust law damages in- 
cufred from action in restraint of 
wade can be colkected from the of- 
fenders severalfold. 

The immediate question, there- 
fore, is whether labor organizations 
‘are amenable to section 7 of that 
law, which define “persons” that 
may be guilty of violations. The 
law stipulates those amenable as 
persons or corporations or associa- 
tions “existing under or authorized 
by the laws of the United State or 
afiy state,” and the court will de- 
cide whether organized labor, a vol- 
untary institution, comes under this 
heading. 

Labor Claims Exemption. 


Labor, in ita contention, held that 
the Clayton act specifically exempt- 
ed it. The coal companies contend- 
ed that the fact that labor was 
recognized as an institution in pro- 
visions of the Clayton act, proves 
that it is recognized as “existing 
under the laws of the United States” 
and, therefore, is covered in the 
Sherman act’s definition of persong 
amenable to violations of that law. 

Tremendous damages, amounting 
to scores’ of thousands of dollars 
were awarded the coal companies by 
the lower courts and .the case is 
now before the supreme court on 
appeal of labor. If organized la- 
bor is held to be amenable: to t 
Sherman act it naturally would suf- 
fer not only a staggering financial 
blow, but would lay itself open to 
scores of other suits that might be 
awaiting the court’s decision.

CAPITAL OPPOSES 
REVIVAL 
FINANGE MIEASURE 


Great Banking and Busi- 
ness Interests Striving to 
Organize $100,000,000 
Export Corporation Find 
Objection to Federal Aid 
of Individuals.

New York, Deceinber 19.—Great 
panking and business interests, now 
attempting to effect the organiza- 
tion of the $100,900,000 export 
financing corporation, regard the 
proposed re-establishment of the 
war finance corporation by con- 
gress as unnecessary and many are 
frank in the hope that the measure 
will be vetoed if it ever reaches the 
nresident. It already has passed 
the house and is now before the 
senate. 

The point of view of banking !n- 
terests is that a government 
finance corporation and in fact all 
proposals for government aid for 
relief are of a tempcrary nature, 
applicable to a situation of tmmedi- 
ate stringency and are expensive 
to the taxpayers in the iong run.

A _ permanent institu- 
tion under private direction and 
government supervision § that can 
point the way in development of 
foreign trade, rather than merely 
temporarily taking care of a 
pinched situation. 

Congress, on the other hand, has 
been moved by a growing urge 
from the country for action. Repre- 
sentatives from agricultural and in- 
dustrial sections alike have press- 
ed the demand that relief for farm- 
ers and manufacturing producers 
from the foreign credit situation 
must come from the government.
